Four centuries of progress in stage design 
are illustrated in the International Exhibition 
of Theatre Art, organized by the Museum of 
Modern Art, 11 West 53rd street, New York, 
which opened at the Addison Gallery of 
American Art on November 9th. The exhibi- 
tion will remain at the Gallery through 
December 3, and will then proceed on its tour 
| of a number of the leading museums in the 
United States. 

Lee Simonson, one of the directors of the 
Theatre Guild, spent last summer abroad 
collecting the foreign material and several 
|} more months assembling the American ex- 
hibits. The exhibition includes more than 500 
items, consisting of scene and costume de- 
signs and lighted stage models. Mr, Simonson 
| will give a lecture at the Academy next 
Thursday. 

The thirteen European countries lending } 
their finest examples of stage ait to the exhi 
bition are Austria, Czechoslovakia, Den 
mark, England, Finland, France, Germany, 
| Hungary, Italy, Latvia Sweden, Switzerland 
| R. The works are divided 
|into three general classifications: Theatre | 
Art of the Renaissance and Baroque period, 
Pioneers of Modern Theatre Art, and Modern 
| Stage Design. | 
In the earliest of these periods, Italy is | 
| more fully represented than any other coun- 
try, since it was the birthplace of scenic} 
design and influenced theatre art throughout | 
Europe for nearly two centuries. Among the | 
Italians whose works are shown are Primatic- | 
cio and Vigarani of the sixteenth and early 
seventeent h centuries 

The middle of the nineteenth century 
marks the rise of the pioneers of modern | 
theatre art. The earliest of them, Duke | 
George I of Saxe-Meiningen, is represented 
by original sketches of settings and costumes 
for plays by Schiller and Bjornson. 
| Adolphe Appia, the great Swiss artist, 
| anticipated as early as 1895 the principles of 

simple forms and subtly controlled lighting 

which were later developed and popularized 
by Gordon Craig abroad and by Robert 
Edmond Jones in this country, The execu- 
tors of the Appia estate have lent six of his 
original drawings for the travelling exhibi- 
tion. 

The modern section of the exhibition is so 
extensive that individual items cannot be | 
| given here. Among the Russian designs of 
greatest interest to Americans are the setting | 
and costumes for Eugene O’Neill’s “All| 
God’s Chillun Got Wings” by the Brothers | 
Stenberg for the Kemerny Theatre in Mos- | 
cow. Levine’s setting for ‘All Quiet on the 
Western Front” shows a village in abrupt | 
perspective on an inclined plane of 45°, In 
addition to their dramatic use of inclined 
planes, Soviet stage design employs ladders | 
to emphasize the third dimension, whisks 
multiple sets around on double turntables, 
and constructs settings with oblique cinema 
}angles. Altogether there are eight Soviet 
}models and more than forty designs for 
settings and costumes, which show the most

A proposed amendment which would re 
duce the experience requirement to one year 
for four-year course graduates while retaining 
the two-year requirement for three-year 
course students was defeated at the ad 
journed school board meeting Wednesday 
night by a 6 to 3 vote. The second part of the 
arrangement, which included a trial teacher 
plan for girls without experience, was with- 
drawn after the unfavorable vote on the first 
part, and in its place Elmer J. Grover, the 
sponsor of the proposals, moved that the 
teachers’ committee should study the matter 
of teacher appointments here with a view to 
seeing if in any way the local schools could 
provide an opportunity for inexperienced 
teachers to secure experience here. The 
moticn was adopted, 

The vote on the amendment was by roll- 
call, and the result showed Mr. Collins, Mrs. 
Barnes, Mr. Lewis, Mrs, Angus, Dr. Stowers, 
and Mr. Smith recorded against it, and Miss 
Geagan, Mr. Doherty and Mr. Grover in 
favor. 

Many interesting points were brought up 
at the meeting. Miss Geagan asked about the 
methods of training at the State Teachers’ 
Colleges as compared with the Liberal Arts 
colleges, and Mr. Sanborn agreed with her 
that the teachers’ colleges do train the stud 


| ents more intensively for teaching and that 


the course does 
teaching. 
Opposition Arguments 

The members who were opposed expressed 
varying sentiments on the proposal. Mr 
Lewis felt that Andover could afford to hire 
the more experienced teachers and therefore 
should do so. Mrs. Barnes felt that while the 
proposed amendment might not be abused by 
the present committee, the two-year require- 
ment would be an effective safeguard against 
any action a future committee might care to 
take. Dr. Stowers felt that reducing the re- 
quirements would do no good, while it might 
do some harm. 

Mr. Doherty mentioned three well-known 
local teachers, Miss Anna Chase, Mrs. Kim- 
ball, and Miss Catherine Barrett, who had 
done excellent work here although they 
started here without experience. Mr, Grover 
stated that there were fourteen teachers in 
the schools who started here without ex- 
perience. He added that of twenty-three 
towns in Massachusetts the size of Andover, 
thirteen did not require experience, five re- 
quired one year and five required two, Of 
the five which required one year, three made 
provisions for inexperienced trial teaching,

The Andover League of Women Voters, 
meeting in Memorial library hall on Novem- 
ber 20 at 3.15, will hear Mrs, James Morris- 
son of Groton, Conn., speak on the subject 
“Munition Makers in the War Business.” 

People all over the United States are 
interested in the Senate Investigation on 
Manufacture and Traffic in Arms and Muni- 
tions. The National League of Women Voters 
has taken its stand favoring some kind of 
government control. 

Through the Senate Investigation we are 
learning that our government has a great 
interest in fostering the business of the muni- 
tions makers. Armament interests are in- 
volved in intricate relationships with muni- 
tions interests in England, France, Italy and 
japan. While our government tries to deter 
Japan in her aggressive policies in Manchuria 
our munitions manufacturers are selling im 
plements of war to her, Wars bring enormous 
profits to holders of stock in these industries 
and in countless allied industries. Embargoes 
on the shipment of arms to countries at war 
are made ineffective as arms can be shipped 
from this country with fraudulent labels such 
as “sporting goods.” 

The lobbying interests of the munitions 
manufacturers have been known to block 
international agreements toward naval reduc 
tions and control of traffic in arms. 

A feeling of cynicism pervades the nation 
that nothing can be done, that the methods 
of munitions makers are the accepted busi 
ness ethics throughout the world today 
Are we to say that nothing can be done? 
What form of control, whether within out 
own nation, or in co-operation with other 
nations will the senate committee suggest to 
our Congress? These questions Mrs. Morris 
son will attempt to answer in her lecture

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The Only Fair Tax Levy 


It was an unusual dream we had the 
other night, one whose extreme pleasure 
was more than offset by the harsh realiz- 
ation that the strange country, called 
“Taxutopia” which we had been visit- 
ing, was only a vision far different from 
our own country. The government of 
“Taxutopia” was run on the very justi- 
fiable principle that the tax levy should 
be paid by those who caused the Laxes 10 
proportion to the influence which they 
exercised over the governmental ex- 
penditure. 

The federal government of ‘Taxu- 
topia”’ was much like ours in structure, 


save that there were far less boards and 
commissions. The reason for this was 
that everybody who proposed a useless 
commission, whether he was a federal 
office-holder, a business man, a labor 
union official, or a politican of any party, 
was assessed a certain amount of money 
for every word he used in furthering his 
plan. Those commissions which the

For practical reasons, ‘“Taxutopia’s” 
plan could not be worked out in the 
United States, but it would do some 
good if tenants and consumers all real- 
ized that it was they who in the end 
footed the bills for unwise governmental 
expenditures. Then they would not 
urge their federal and state legislators 
to vole for unnecessary expenditures, nor 
would they listen to the ravings of our 
town meeting demagogues

RED GROSS RELIEF 
GIVEN TO VICTIMS 
IN 103 DISASTERS 


Tornadoes, Fires, Hurricanes, 
Floods, Enitemics, Make 
Record of Year 


A history of the disasters In the 
United States in any year is written 
annually by the American Red Cross, 
according to Chairman John Barton 
Payne, commenting on the report for 
the year ending June 30, 1934, which 
has just been issued in Washington. 

“Because of the charter provision 
which places upon the Red Cross the 
responsibility for disaster rellef, our 
chapter and staff workers are notified 
of all calamities of storm and fire and 
flood,” he continued. “The emergency 
period may prove to be brief, in cases 
where the victims have their own re 
sources to draw on. While it lasts, 
however, whether it brings the imme 
diate need of food, clothing and shelter 
for the homeless, or entails a program 
of investigation and rehabilitation, the 
Red Cross Is the official director of all 
rellef.” 

A great variation in type, and a 
wide geographical distribution, char- 
acterize the 103 disasters reported last 
year. Tornadoes, hurricanes, hail- 
storms and other storms made up al- 
most one half of the total. Especially 
numerous were the tropical storms 


which swept tn from the sea to the | 


Atlantic and Gulf Coast region. There 
were 21 storms of this type, establish- 
ing a new record for frequency. 

Next in number to storms were dis- 
asters of fire, the report shows, Red 
Cross aid was given following 25 fires 
in the United States and insular pos-

Chicago stockyards fire, where Red 
Cross workers arrived shortly after the 
fire started, administering relief until 
the emergency period passed, giving 
first aid to about 1,000 persons. 

Floods caused serious damage in 
some sections, 17 calling for Red Cross 
relief. Three explosions were reported, 
and three epidemics of malaria and 
typhoid fever. A school bus wreck was 
one of the year’s tragedies for which 
Red Cross funds were needed for re 
lief and rehabilitation. 

“Technique acquired by the Red 
Cross in these disasters and the hun 
dreds of others we have handled Is at 
the service of the public,” Chairman 
Payne said. “To 
the disaster relief service has issued 
@ manual containing instructions for 
chapters interested in advance prepa 
rations for emergenties Disaster in 
stitues were held jast year tn 28 
strategic locations, to enable Red 
Cross und civic workers to formulate 
plans for possible disaster emergencies 
in their communities.” 

Support of the disaster relief activi 
ties of the Red Cross comes from the 
annual roll call held each year from 
Armistice Day to Thanksgiving Day. 


Products of Casein 
There are several different kinds of

plastic material used in place of horn, | 
ivory, celluloid, hard rubber, ete., in | 


making knife handles, all the products 
of the casein industry, Ordinary cow's 
milk contains about 8 per cent of 
casein. Skimimilk is run into vats, a 
little sour milk or culture of lactic 
acid bacteria added, and it ts allowed 
to ferment until curdling ts complete. 
Then the clear liquid ts run off, the 
curd washed, pressed tnto cakes and 


dried, There ure two principal proc- 
esses for the manufacture of casein 
plastics. In one of them, the casein 
is first dissolved in ammonia or an 
alkali, then dyestuffs, pigments or 
fillers added to give the right color, 
and a coagulent such as an acid Is 
added. In the dry process, the casein 


is powdered and mixed with the dye- 
stuffs, then put through extruding ma- 
chines or heated calendar rolls, which 
convert the powder by means of heat 
and pressure into plastic rods or 
masses, This is hardened by means 
of formaldehyde and Is seasoned by 
drying.

England at War in 1761 


Against France, Spain 

England, in 1761, declared war 
against both France and Spain. She 
lost no time In renewing her attentions 
to the Spanish colonies, On an Octo 
ber day in 1762 a British fleet under 
Admiral Samuel Cornish reached Ma 
nila with troops of whom General tra 
per was tn command. The entire 
force numbered about 6,000 Including 
2,000 Sepoys There was then no 
Spanish captain general, so the de 
mand for surrender was made on the 
Roman Catholic archbishop. 

Manila was little prepared for re 
sistance. What fortifications she had 
were built to keep off the Moros or 
the Chinese pirates, oot a_ heavily 
armed European fleet, with what were 
then considered powerful batteries. 
General Draper made a landing and 
advanced on the city under cover of 
artillery fire. A picked native force 
which was sent against him was driven 
back in wild disorder. The archbish 
op, deploring the shedding of blood. 
surrendered the city. For three hours 
Manila was given over to pillage and 
the Sepoys committed al) the excesses 
forbidden under the rules of civilized 
warfare. On the protests of the pre 
late the English commanders made the 
troops desist. 

An outstanding figure at this crisis 
was Simon de Anda, a Judge und pa 
triot leader. He maintained that the 
archbishop had no authority and 
should not have surrendered tf he had 
it. He notified the Knglish that the 
people of the Philippines repudiated 
ull terms of the surrender, especially 
the promise to pay $4,000,000 in gold. 
He had escaped to a neighboring is 
lund with certain government records 
and a stock of oflicial printed station- 
ery and there he issued orders and 
decrees as the captain general. The 
war between England and Spain was 
ended by the Treaty of Paris In 1763. 


Copyrights Are Granted 


to Protect the Authors 

A copyright is ua right granted by 
law to protect the author of a literary 
or musical composition or a producer 
of a dramatic or artistic work. The 
original term of a copyright Is 28 years 
from date of entry. Provision is made 
for Its extension for a second term of 
28 years, and such extension ts obtain 
able not only by the author, but by his 
widow (or widower) or children, or, tf 
these be not living, by his executors 
his next 
composite work, by the proprietor tf 
it is a work upon which copyright was 
originally obtained by the present pro 
prietor. This protects his work from 
plagarism for the period in which the 
copyright ts operative. It offers the 
same protection to the author of lit 
erury composition that a patent offers 
the inventor. 

A royalty Is compensation which the 
holder of a copyright or a patent com 
mands for the use of his work. It ts 
usually made tn the form of a propor 
tional payment on sales, as to an au- 
thor or tnventor for each copy of a 
work or each article sold. 


Dogs Indispensable 

Perhaps most widely known of all 
animals for his faithful devotion, the 
dog constantly performs acts of bray 
ery and courage, sacrificing his life 
when necessary for his master. Man 
has needed the dog more than he ts 
generally willing to admit.

With the check 
was given an engraved certificate, ‘“Com- 
munity and Roadside Beautification Contest, 
sponsored by The Boston Herald. This 
certificate is awarded to the Andover Village 
Improvement Society as a participant, in 
recognition of Achievement and Civic 
Pride, 1933.” 

This certificate and che picture of “ before 
and after,’ taken by Herbert Chase have 
been placed in the clerk’s book. 

Unfortunately, we were unable to con- 
tinue the work this year, funds being inade- 
quate. We named the plot Roger’s Dell, and 
spent fifty dollars after the spring freshet, 
clearing it up. Later, the irises given by Mrs 
Mitchell Johnson last year and kindly 
planted by William Ross, were weeded, 
shrubs given by Mrs. B. F. Smith were 
planted and sixteen dollars worth of labor 
put in, but the place does not look as well as 
it did a year ago.

The society is the recipient of five hundred 
dollars through the will of Mrs. J. W. Berry.

At Indian Ridge some brush cutting and 
clearing has been done and Miss Goldsmith 
has spent considerable time trying to trace 
the exact boundary lines of our property. 

Our society has passed its fortieth birth- 
day and during all these years the desirability 
of cleanliness and beautification has been 
brought to the attention of the people of 
Andover. Throughout the state and the 
| country improvement societies and garden 
clubs have sprung up, and we are all being 
trained to look for the beauty in nature.
